THE PUBLIC AND IMMIGRATION. 


Senator Watson of Indiana, who stands 
very close to the administration, had some­ 
thing to say recently to a reporter of the 
Washington Post regarding the subject of 
immigration. What he said indicated pret­ 
ty plainly how strong a drive is going to be 
made at the next session of congress in fa­ 
vor of radical modification of the immigra­ 
tion law, so as to let into the country more 
unskilled labor. 
Mr. Watson emphasized 
the fact that both the farmer and business 
men generally are demanding more labor. 
When agricuture and industry get to­ 
gether and demand a thing of congress, 
they are very likely to get it. It is possible, 
however, that the influence of labor may 
prevent very far-reaching modification of 
the immigration law*. The Washington 
Post, which is opposed to opening the gates 
any "wider to aliens, makes the point that 
in this matter the aims of both agricuture 
and industry are purely selfish. It does not 
mention the fact that the aim of all other 
forces is purely selfish, but that is undoubt­ 
edly true. 
These are the three torces—agriculture 
and industry on the one side and labor on 
the other—which have so far taken an ac­ 
tive interest in the immigration contro­ 
versy. Each of them is thinking chiefly of 
itself. 
That is necessarily the 
case and 
none of them can be blamed for it. But it is 
not upon that basis that the question of im­ 
migration should be decided, and the de­ 
cision of it should 
not 
rest with forces 
which are thinking mainly of their own in­ 
terests and not of the interests of the na­ 
tion. 
That is why the public in general— 
the public which is not agriculture, which 
is not industry, which is not labor—should 
awaken to the importance of this immigra­ 
tion controversy and should enter it as an 
active and important factor to the end that 
the immigration policy which is best for the 
nation as a nation may be adopted. 
Unless the public does reaize the impor­ 
tance of the matter and unless it does enter 
the fight, it is very likely that the alien 
flood which has aready diluted the Ameri­ 
can people’s 
Americanism to an undesir­ 
able degree, will begin to pour in again in 
dangerous volume. 


HARDING AGAINST THE FIELD. 
John W. Owens In the New Republic. 
Senator La Follette cannot get the re­ 
publican 
nomination, 
although 
he may 
gather a surprising number of delegates. 
Governor Pinchot, with a drastic dry rec­ 
ord in Pennsylvania, is favored by some of 
the prohibition leader^, but Mr. Harding 
has been satisfactory to the powers in the 
Antisaloon League. 
The talk of Senators 
Borah and Johnson that flared up after the 
November election has subsided. 
No one 
seriousy thinks now of Secretaries Hughes 
and Hoover. The game is in the president’s 
hands. 
And his one danger, so far as can 
be seen now, is the possibility that his fight 
with the old line partisans of his party on 
the question of entering the court will lead 
to a genuine schism at the one point where 
none ever was expected. It will be strange 
and surprising if that comes to pass, how­ 
ever strongly he and his critics within the 
party may talk at the moment. 
And, of 
course if Mr. Harding is renominated, the 
republican platform will mean nothing. He 
must be the platform—with his record, to 
date at least, of honest attention to routine 
administration, of conservatism of the old 
guard brand 
in 
controverted 
economic 
questions, and of doubt and timidity in in­ 
ternational affairs.

HEALTH FROM POISON GAS. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Now* comes the good news that experi­ 
ments by the Chemical Warfare Service at 
Edgewood Arsenal, Md., have shown that 
some of the most deadly poison gases used 
in the world war can be used, in greatly 
weakened form, to combat such diseases as 
influenza, grippe, tuberculosis, and even 
paresis. 
The dreaded mustard gas, it is 
said, in weakened form, is a specific for tu­ 
berculosis. Chlorine, which is the basis of 
several of the most poisonous combinations 
used in the war, when properly diluted pre­ 
vents or cures influenza and kindred dis­ 
eases. And it is claimed that out of 42 
cases of persons suffering from paresis and 
committed to insane asylums, no less than 
21 have been 
cured 
by the 
deadly gas 
known as Lewisite. 
This news comes from the most reliable 
source and appears to be backed by the 
highest authority. If it should be verified 
by further experiment, it is perhaps the 
most important 
discovery in medicine of 
this decade. And it would be a further 
proof if one were needed that all things in 
nature have their uses; that moderation is 
good and only excess harmful. 
If poison 
gases, properly used, become health givers, 
even alcohol may get another chance. 


A JOURNALISTIC EXPERIMENT. 


An experiment in journalism is being 
tried out by the New* York Herald, which 
has begun the publication daily, as a part 
of its regular paper, of “a complete minia­ 
ture newspaper,” in which it offers “all 
the news of the day condensed for the busy 
reader.”

The preparation of 
such a condensed version of the important 
news of the day is a very much harder task 
than most readers would probably assume. 
The Herald has gone about the matter very 
well indeed and the new* feature ought to 
prove a success. 
It seems to us that the 
Herald makes a mistake to print it in such 
small type. The same matter put in larger 
type might occupy a little more space, but 
it could be much more quickly and easily 
read and would gain 
friends, 
we think, 
much more rapidly.

in connection 
with the prophet’s appearance before 
the king, rain was promised. 
1. 
Ahab’s Question. 
“Art thou he 
that troubleth Israel?” (v. ID. Ahab’s 
aim was to Intimidate Elijah, to awe 
him into submission. 
2. 
Elijahs Answer, 
(v. IS). 
He 
denied the charge and boldly de­ 
clared that the calamity which had 
befallen the nation was caused by 
the idolatry of Ahab and his family. 
II.* Elijah'* Challenge, (tv. 19-24). 
1. The People Assembled, 
(vv. 19, 
20). 
The king convened the people 
at the urgent request of Elijah. 
2. Elijah’s Ringing Call to Decision 
(vv. 21-24). 
(I) The question asked, 
“Who is your God, Baal or the Lord?” 
(v. 21). 
Many of the people had 
not wholly forsaken God. 
They at­ 
tempted to worship both \5od and 
Baal. 
Many today are halting be­ 
tween two opinions. 
They are halt­ 
ing between self and Savior, sin and 
holiness, mammon and God. 
(2) The 
silence of the people, 
(v. 21). 
This 
may have been because of fear of the 
king or of ignorance, for many were 
of the opinion that to be religious 
was the only thing necessary, 
iw.

There is all the difference between 
merely worshiping and really wor­ 
shiping God thnt there Is between 
heil and heaven.

2. The Offering by Elijah (vv. SG­ 
RP). 
(I) The people invited near 
(v. 30). 
His object was for them to 
see the entire proceedings in order 
to fully grasp the genuineness of the 
test. .(2). The altar repairs (vv. 30- 
32). 
Elijah took twelve stones repre­ 
senting the united nation. 
(3). 
The 
offering on the altar (vv. 33-35). Af­ 
ter the bollock was in place he had 
four barrels of water three times 
emptied upon the sacrifice and tho 
wood so as to fill the trench about 
the altar. 
So sure was Elijah that 
God s power was sufficient that h* 
heaped difficulty upon difficulty. (4). 
Elijah’s prayer (vv. 30, 37). 
(a) It 
was based upon covenants (v. 30). 
The foundation upon which all real 
prayer rests is covenant relationship, 
(b) 
Its object was God’s exaltation 
(t. 36). Elijah was Jealous for God’s 
glory. 
His supreme desire was to 
honor and magnify the Lord, 
(c) It 
was for the salvation of the people, 
(v. 37). 
His heart yearned after 
Israel. 
He was most desirous thnt 
they should come to God. (5) The re­ 
mit (vv. 38, 39). 
(a) The fire of the 
Lord fell and consumed not only the 
sacrifice but the wood. stones and
